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THE DUILIO. 

A Visit to ths Qreat Italian Xrou- 
olal— A Veritable aso&ater. 

iFrom tlie Cliicago Tiiiu's.] 

On the evening of the lOtli, the 
storiu being at it.s lieiglit, I stood on 
tlio noble covered portion of the villa 
watching tlie sinister spectacle, -when 
far out on tlie water there pas.seil dim- 
ly before me what sceniod a i>hantoni 
ship, half fortress and half vessel. She 
carried only a single roast, bereft of 
sail, and on either side two huge round 
towers like the watch towers of an an- 
cient castle. We learned that she was 
nothing less than the formidable "Du- 
ilio," the heaviest and largest ironclad 
atloat, the special pride, and justly so, 
of the young Italian navy. 

Thi.s tremendous engine of war, like 
tlie "Thunderer" of the British navy, 
which I recently vi.sited in this port, 
is fully ironclad. She was launched 
iu 1876, but how ditrorent now from 
then ! Then a simple hull, au immense 
^nipty box that towed over the sea like 
a - mountain, now fully armed and 
equipped, with her engines, her tele- 
[ihonos, her electric wires, her torpedo 
boats, and her four imnion.se Armstrong 
guns. Eacii onc of these monsters i.s 
of 100 ton calibre, the "Duilio" being 
(ho only vessel afloat which carries 
such guns. These are located in the 
towers, half projecting therefrom. In 
their vast mouths the body of a man 
enters and disappear.s. The breech 
looks like the cupola of a small court- 
house. The charge of powtler is lon 
veyed in a sack the size of .'i -00 pouiul 
wheat sack; the ball is the .size of one of 
tho.se barrels which contain Jamaica 
rum; each charge has its own cart, and 
the ves.sel contains 130 charges. The 
breecli of the cannon contains a cham- 
■ ber with half a barrel of water, which 
is uncorked after each discharge, and 
licrves to cool the piece. It is as if a 
giant should take a sipof water to slake 
his thirst. The loading is done by 
machinery, and the tiring also. The 
hitter is ellected from the uj)per bridge, 
there being iu the hollow iron mast— 
the one mast which wo remarked on 
the night of the lOth — a chamber from 
fwLich the whole vessel is commanded, 
.} ai^&ait organ under the hand of the 
' pUyer." Admirable is the facility with 
which this great structure is governed. 
She turns upon herself with the ease cf 
a yawl, and answers every movement 
of the helm a.s if .slie were a common 
bark, instead of a miracle of iron-fenc- 
ed power and diabolical destruction.

.You should have seen us as the Ad- 
miral ship gave the signal of departure, 
when the "Duilio," with all hands at 
their places, orders given and o.-cecuted 
as quietly as in a lady's drawing room, 
gently shook her iron sides, and, wheel- 
ing about like a dancing girl, put her 
nose in the sea and sailed from the 
port. Thfe Admiral's ship just ahead — 
a position which she held only because 
the "Duilio," under ortlcrs, kept the 
third point of the triangle by lighting 
or.ly five of her ten boilers and going 
at half speed — tossed and rolled per 
ceptibly in the still heavy swell of the 
sea, while we might truly say we walk 
ed the waters as if they were terra fir 
ma. The motion was scarcely notice 
able. 

Castellamare is but half an hour's 
sail from the mole at Naples. As we 
rieared her small but bu.sy jiort the 
vessels fell into line with the Russian 
fleet and one or two Engli.sh ships al 
ready on the ground (or rather water), 
and the " J)uilio," swingin;:; round with 
her prow to the \v'u\d, let go her aiichor. 
The operators in the dockyard, as .soon 
as they saw her — the child of their first 
love, so to speak, she being the first 
great naval vessel in Italy — raised a 
formidable cheer of delight. There was 
no holding them. They dropped i)icks 
and axes, stay-ropes and sledges, and 
plunging into boats by .scores, paddled 
briskly out to salute the " Duilio." 'I'o 
see these little black boats loaded to 
the water's edge rowing round the white 
sides of the marine tnonster (for the 
" Duilio," like the "Thunderer," is 
painted white, as if she were an angel 
instead of demon), eageily jn;i]jpcting 
her outCt, her rigging, what part of her 
great cannons was visilile fioui their 
station, excitedly discus.sing her quali 
ties, proud of her power, proud of her 
sixteen knots an hour speed, and even 
of her coquettish white dre.ss ; to see to 
all this was to have an idea of the in- 
tense heartiness, the whole-souled 
enthusiasm, which the Italian, and 
especially the Neai)olitan, artist puts 
into bis work whenever that work has 
any, point of heroic or artistic endeavor 
to which his ardent nature cati attach 
itself. 

While we leaned over the ])ara[iPtH 
watching the unique spectacle, the 
caraunseqiie, a heavy iron door in the 
poop of the " Duilio," was run up as 



if by magic, and out of the very bovvnis 
of the monster steamed a tiny torpcilo 
boat, carrying the comuiaiidant and 
his stall" ashore. It was like the lower 
ing of a drawbridge in a for^rijss for a 
sally. The wildest applause, '.^eeted 
this uidookcd-for sight. I afterward 
inspected the arrangement, which seems 
admirable. There are two steam tor 
pedo boats floating in a portable basin 
or lake in the stern of the vessel. 
When the boats are to go out two 
heavy iron doors in the sides of the 
stern open. The basin is on a level 
with tlie sea, and the boats, carrying 
their crews, issue as it were from a 
grotto or cavern. Having accompli.sh 
ed their task, they return, are received 
again into their floating basin, the car- 
aaiusques close, and the groat ves-sel, 
kangaroo like, carries away in safe 
custody her little ones. It reminds one 
of the forcibul simile, "As a hen doth 
gather her chickens."

In preseutin;.,' the address tlic Mayor ! 
said:—! have tiie honor as president to ^ 
present to you. Sir Charles, the adilres.s 
of tho B. C. Agricultural .\ssociati()n. In 
doing so I will take the opportunity of 
making a few reniark.s. Our agrieultural 
society is just starting at,'ain on :i fiesli 
basis. We had formerly local societies 
which have gradually fallen todeca>, l ui 
we now start as a provincial society, and 
hope with the aid of the wholo iiio\inct' 
to intoroat our farmci'a generally .and 
eventually to boconio a strong urganiai 
tion that will prove of real use to our 
farmers. It may appear strange to yon 
that I, a businessman of Victoria, should 
bo the president of thi.s society. My 
friends have done me the honor of eh-ct- 
iiig mc to this position, why, 1 do not 
know. I have, however, always t.ikon 
great interest in .anything connected with 
agricultural pursuits, and shall continue 
t(5 do so. On behalf of the socii-ty I li:ivi' 
to express rc^'rot tliat yoii have not hcoii 
able to pay a visit to an agricultural por 
tion of Vancouver Island. I regret this 
the more as I feel that there is a very in- I 
correct idea abroad of the value of the 
agricultural lands of A'.uiconver Island. 
We have no vast prairies ready for culti- 
vation, but wo have many thousand acres 
on tho island of tho very richest descrip 
tion of land that will grow everything to 
perfection. It is not, perhaps, a country 
adapted for largo farmora ; ljut it is tho 
right place for Iiartly, indu.sl rious .-.■.•ttii'is, 
real farmers who luM owl) ihoii lilii lo 
300 acres cf land. Such I take, (o In' ih.- 
most valuable ;ic(thM-s a c.umlrycjin have. 
Hero they have one of t he tl nest countries 
in the world ready fcu'thein, possessing a 
most beautiful climate, rich limd capable 
of producing the crops they can make most 
out of, but at present we lack settlers and 
until wo get railway works thoy are not 
likely to come. Emigrants now will .■■-ei- 
tle near roads, as they ailbrd an ea.sy 
access to and, in fact, give a l,'^ imI mar- 
ket. I have seen the wonderful ilcvr hip- 
nient of tho country between San l''i;ui- 
cisco and Omaha williin the last ten years.

TliS latoneas of Uiu hour a.t wliich ilio 
banquet of Thursday night camu lo .in 
eiiii prevented a long foport yesterd.iy.

^ but the room was misuitcd for .so large a 
leathering, and not a little di.scoiiifort wa.i 
experienced by the guests from the hoat. 

The usual loyal toa-st.s having been en- 
thusiastically dipank, vice president Drake 
propoaed tho iihealth of the Navy, Army 
and Voluntcors. He spoke in warm terins 
, of the kindness of the naval force that 
had visited these wator.s and tilluded to the 
valuable services II.M. ships had render- 
ed in preventing Indian troubles. There 
.J is much in the .icliicvemonts of the army 
-viin' » India and South Africa which made 
the blood of every liritun tingle with ]ii idi- 
•(cheers) and tliore were aoiiio thing.s thai 
caused the wame blood to boil with imhg- 
nation. The volunteer force, ho felt sine, 
when occasion offered, would sliow the 
pluok that all Britons claimed as their 
heritage. (Cheers.) 
Music — " lluio Britannia. " 
Mr. E. C. Baker, R. N., said ho was de- 
lighted to ho-vc tlie lionor to respond to tho 
toast of the Navy, with which branch of 
'"tfie' service for many years he had been 
oonnocted. The Navy never failed to 
give' a good account of itself. Its inntto 
was ---"Deeds not words." (Cheers.) 

Col. Laurie, D. .A.G., replied to tho toa.sl 
uf the .Vrniy, and took occasion to speak of 
.,- tho excellent roputation the detachment 
•' of that branch of tho service had achieved 
heroin 1859. (Applause.) That night was 
tho anniversary of tho fall of Sebastopol, 
Hfid the same n;en and the same officers 
who took part in the Crimean struggle are 
&•) ready now as then to do and to die in 
tlio service of their i]in;ui). (Cheers) Tho 
• Army had not deteriorated : in proof ho 

SOiriwd tho recent brilliant njarcli of 
iqn. Roberts tu Camlahar, and he did not 
Ihiiik .that tho repittation of the .Army 
yraa dimined by the misfortunes in thp 
.-i'fansvaal. (Cheei!..) Befuio comiiia to 
th>4 pcpviiico ho had boon asl^ed if ho was 
really going tn such an out-of-the-way 



place, but he replied that in tho ne.xt 
great war in which England becomes in- 
volved this would bo «ie ot the 
great strategic points of tho emiiire. 
Another objection whi<h lie heard was 
that tho railway wotild ne\er be built, 
and that British Columbiii would be Vaii- 
kco in live years, wai daiied by tho 
fact that the lyork of consttuction liad al- 
ready beejii^mihonced onliib mainland. 
HeKadnBrer been in' a pAvinco whore 
there was less disposition to ecchango tho 
union jack for a foreign tl;ig turn in thi.s. 
(Chuors.) Tim gallant coloim concluded j 
with II strong appeal toliia harers ti> lill 
up the ranks of the voltiiiteer c>r|j.s. 

lli.1 worship the Mayor rejilud on be- 
half of the volunteew; wJio, Jio claimed, 
wore every i;ea4y to awe their count ry. 
Amid much merriinont lie pointed tu tho 
time when they had lefltlieir w.nrm bods 
and lost half-a-night's Icep to repel a 
Fenian invasion. Ho wi| one of the corps 
himself at that time, (aughtor.)
